The number of live births in the September quarter 1999 decreased by 217 or 3.3% on 


the previous quarter and was 48 or 0.8% more than in the same quarter of 1998. 


There were 49 infant deaths in the September quarter of 1999, 30 or 157.9% more than in 
the June quarter of 1999, and 15 or 44.1% more than in the September quarter of 1998. 


Total deaths rose by 483 or 19.0% from the June quarter of 1999, and were 41 or 1.4% 


more than in the September quarter of 1998. 


The number of marriages in the September quarter of 1999 decreased by 1194 or 45.9% 


from the previous quarter, and was 142 or 9.2% less than in the same quarter of 1998.

The total of 72,360 overseas arrivals in February 2000 was 14,250 lower than in the 
previous month and 450 lower than in February 1999. 


In February 2000, 26,400 Western Australian residents returned from short-term 
overseas visits, a decrease of 42.1% on January 2000. In February 2000, 41,690 overseas 
visitors arrived in Western Australia for short-term visits. This was an increase of 0.4% 
on February 1999. 


There were 590 residents returning to Western Australia in February 2000, after a 
long-term stay overseas. Arrivals of long-term overseas visitors numbered 2,890 in 
February 2000. This was an increase of 780 over the previous month, and an increase 


of 310 on February 1999 figures. 


The 24,230 short-term departures of Western Australian residents in February 2000 
represented a decrease of 17.4% on January 2000, and a decrease of 8.0% on February 
1999. 


Total departures of residents and visitors numbered 62,630 in February 2000, a 


decrease of 19.0% on the previous month and an increase of 2.6% on February 1999.
